Veterans' Society Backs 
Presentation of Brief 
To Ottawa Authorities 



Stiidents Reject

A unanimous vole of thanks 
for tlic work done by the cxci:u- 
tivc of the McGiil Student Vet- 
erans' Society was expressed by 
the attending Veteran Body of 
McGill yesterday afternoon in 
the ballroom of tho Union. Tliis 
was followed by n vote rejecting 
the executive's protest of the 
commutation of Kurt Meyer's 
sentence. 

Len Starkcy, president of the 
M.S.V.S. and National Cotifcreiico 
ot Student Veterans, save a lull 
report ot the National Conference 
of Student Veterans, held at tlie 
University of Montreal on Decern- 
^^CT, ^2 B.>and 20, 1043. The près- 
imnt^ouilined the backsround of 
the Conference where twenty-nine 
educational institutions, of which 
twenty-six were universities and 
three were vocational training 
schools, wore represented by sixty- 
three delecatcs at the Conference. 
PANEL BIIIEFS DISCUSSED 

A fcelini; of unity prevailed 
throushout the three day confer- 
ence. And panel briefs concerning 
the three main topics were dis- 
cussed at crcat length, namely fm- 
ancial problems, the housing situa- 
tion, and the extension of cdiictt- 
tional faciiltics. As a result of the 
various resolutions adopted at the 
Conference, a detailed brief was 
presented to W. A. Tucker, clialr- 
Tnan of the House of Commons Com- 
mittee on Veterans' Affairs in Ot- 
tawa. 

Report on the trip to Ottawa and 
the presentation of the brief con- 
cluded Len Starkcy's report. 
HOUSING PROPOSALS 

John Swltzmann reviewed the 
various proposals on llousing whicl\ 
included, use of Government owned 
buildings, the inauguration of Stud- 
ent Cooperatives and Control of 
board rates and room rentals. 

Don Love outlined the Educa- 
tional Facilities of the brief namely, 
Ihc provision of adequate facilities, 
post-graduatQ studies D.V.A. iiasion 
officers, 'and the resumption of 
training after failure. 

FINANCIAL PANEL 

The outline of the brief was con- 
eluded when Jack Pierce reviewed 
the Financial Panel of the' Confer- 
ence, specifying increase m allow- 
ances. $20.00 per month for single 
veterans— and a $40.000 per month 
for married veterans. This Increase 
to apply equally to university stu- 
dents and those receiving. Vocation- 
al Training. Copies of briefs, \vcre 
distributed to the altending Vet- 
erans.'

Dr. R. P. Vivian 
Will Discuss , 
Social Medicine 

Is Subject Tonight 
Of Inaugural Address

One important aspect of the field 
of modern medicine is to be the 
topic of the Inaugural lecture of D.-. 
R. P. Vivian, to be delivered in 
Moyse Hall toda yat 8.30 p.m. His 
addresf, entitled "Mothers and Chil- 
dren", will touch on one aspect of 
Social Medicine, of which Dr. Vivian 
has recently been appointed Profes- 
sor at McGIIli 

His appointment as Professor In 
this course, which is a new one in 
the Faculty ot Medicine,^ comes as 
a result of 17 years' service' as a 
general practitioner . and, more re- 
cently, his administrative .exper- 
ience as Ontario Minister of Health 
and Public Welfare. 

"Social Medicine" is not to be 
confused with 'socialized health ser- 
vices.'" Dr. Vivian explained In 
an 'interview, with The. Daily yes- 
terday. "It Is a medical science in 
relation to groups of human beings," 
fie went on to explain that many 
people do not differentiate between 
the 'two ideas, which causes some 
confusion. The newly Instituted 
course at McGill is not the study,ot 
socialism and medicine, but rather, 
a study of the causes and cures ot 
dlicase among mankind at large. 

In' a resent address. Dr. Vivian 
outlined the progress of Social 
Medicine. The original programs 
ot.thc Public Health Service were 
mainly concerned with sanitation, 
subsequently communicable disease 
control and, fairly recently, with 
the hygiene of pregnancy and child- 
hood," he stated. "This gradual 
change exemplifies the progress 
from a control program to a pre- 
ventative one." 

He continued by outlining the 
need for a good public Health Ser- 
vice and the dilficuities met in 
jConliiiiicd on Pace Four.^

Distinctive Canadian Flag Needed; 
Would Include Union Jack 



A iCUP,' Feature Conducted by The Queen's Journal . 

KINGSTON— The great majority of Canadian university students 
feci Canada should have a distinctive flag, .but want It to include the 
Union Jack. 

This was shown in the first survey taken by the newly-organized 
Canadian linivorsily Press Institute of Student Opinion. The results, 
however, are not all-inclusive, since 11 of CUP's IB members failed to 

report. ' . . . 

Students at the seven universities which participated were asked 
the following question, with results as Indicated: 
"Do you favour a distinctive. flag for Canada?" 

Yes 78.4% 

No I6.7r. 

Undecided- 4.9îé • 

Those who supported the idea of a special Canadian flag were fur- 
ther asked: . 
"should this :ncw flag contain the Union Jack? 

Yes • 65.2% 

No ....j^^ 2oa% 

Undecided : 4.4% 

Individual breakdown of these overall figures reveals that Univer- 
sity of Ottawa is 100 percent behind the Government's proposal to adopt 
a national flag. Of this number, only 70.2 peivent think such an em- 
blem should contain thcUnlon Jack., ■ ' 

, Statistics, at University of New Brunswick show sharp contrast. Of 
the. 60 students approached, only 50 percent, wanted to see Canada ob> 
tain her own flag. 

Students at Queen's University arc decidedly in favour of a new 
emblem: 71 percent, replied "Yes" to the first question. About 80 
percent, of the Dalhousie students approved the suggestion. .The total 
rose to 87 oercent. at McGlU and soared to 94 percent, at St; Francis 
Xavier. However, while St. FX Artsmen and Engineers were unant^ 
mously In favour of an original flagi tlîey^ were decidedly opposed to 
any retention of the present Union Jack. * 

At Bishop's University, students were- appaienlly not loo cnihutip;- 
lie over tiie possibility of acquiring a special emblem tor the Dominion. 
Only 66,0 percent, were amenable to the idea, while 27.7 percent, were 
opposed. The remainder was undecided. Ot the first figure, three- 
quarters thought the Commonwealth flag should be retained in some 
manner.

House Debate 
On Labor Code^ 
Will Be Held 2 



The Labor-Progressive amend- 
ment, to . the Government for a 
Dominion' Labor Code, to be. pre-. 
sented at the second Mock~ Parlia- 
ment tomorrow night in tlic Union 
Ballroom, was submitted today for 
the consideration of McGill stud- 
ents. The Labor-Progressive Party 
Club will act as His Majesty's Loyal 
Opposition at this session. The 
C.C.F. amendment was also pub- 
lished, .the Liberal amendment to 
bc presented tomorrow. 

The L.P.P. amendment has stated 
that its proposed Dominion Labor 
Code has the following purposes: a) 
"Dominion Standard of Labor Em- 
ployment" and b) provisions to 
"govern labor • management rela- 
tions." It differs from the I^rogrcs- 
sive - Conservative bill In provid- 
ing for speciflc^standards of wages 
and working conditions. It ensures 
that provisions for collective bar- 
gaining will be carried out by pre- 
venting employers from setting up 
"company unions" and by provid- 
ing penalties for breaches of pro- 
visions of the Labor Code. The 
total effect of the' L.PJ>. amciid- 
mcnt is to substitute a completely 
now Labor Code for the one pro- 
posed by the Progressive Conser- 
vative Club. 

The C.C.F. amendment also lakes 
issue ^wllb.. the lack^of_ specific, 
guarantees. 'of trade union rights 
and conditions ot work in the Gov- 
ernment bill. It particulorly ob- 
jects to the suggestion In the ori- 
ginal bill that government super- 
vision of Union elections and fin- 
ances is necessary to ensure demo- 
cratic procedure in tho Union. This 
amendment declares "the individual 
employee Is fully capable of con- 
trolling his Union officers and this 
clause could ... be used to Intimi- 
date Union officials." 

Both the L.P.P.'ond C.C.F. amend- 
ments Include a clause to tho effect 
that nothing in the Code would in 
any way restrict the right of em- 
ployees to strike.' 

In view of the critical stale of 
labor-management relations in the 
present, postwar period, the subject 
of a "Dominion Labour Code" Is of 
unusual topical Interest. AU the 
groups involved in the preparation 
of the forthcoming Mock Parlia- 
ment anticipate an interesting and 
exciting debate. All McGill students 
arc members of the parliament en- 
titled to full speaking and voting 
privileges.

majority of employees, whether 
upon craft, unit, or industrial basis 
shall be^recognized as a bona-fide 
union. 

S,:.~ It shall be mandatory upon 
employers to bargain collectively 
with ih'ê union representing the 
majority ot the employees. A union 
representing the majority shall be 
defined as that union which has 
authorization signed by the pia- 
iority of employees, showing them 
to be members of the union. 

0. In cases where the employer 
disputes the claim of the union re- 
presenting the majority, or where 
the employer denies that the union 
represents the majority, a secret 
ballot shall be. taken of the em- 
ployees to determine tho collective 
bargaining agency. 

7. When a union has been de- 
clared the collective bargaining 
agency it shall be mandatory upon 
the employer that negotiations com- 
mence not later than ten days sub- 
sequently. After 30 days of nego- 
tiation, upon the demand of cither 
party, a Conciliation Board shall 
be established whose hearings shall 
be in public. This Board shall sit 
without adjournment, unless with 
the consent of both parties, until it 
has heard all -evidence. The find- 
ings of the Board shall be made 
public within 10 days of completion 
of the hearings.^ 

8. Where a union has been recog- 
nized as the collective bargaining 
9gcncy, all employees shall Join the 
union. The company shall collect 
the union dues if , requested by the 
union upon authorization of the 
employees and shall remit them to 
the union. 

9. Strict penalties, including 
graduated fine;, imprisonment, and 
government seizure of plants shall 
be enforced forsbrcachcs of the 
provisions of the Labor Code.

Text of CÇ.F. Amendment 

It is regretted that the'Gbycmniicnt has not framed Its measures. In a 
matter which would have made them effective; nor has included others 
which are deemed necessary, and has included two which arc considered 
threatening to the free operation of labour organizations governed only 
by their members. 

It Is therefore proposed to amend the Bill as follows: 

Retain Sec. la. 

Amend Sec. lb. to read, "It shall be mandatory upon all employers 

lo bargain collectively with the respective trade unions chosen by a 
majority of their respective employees. Employers who refuse lo do 
so shall be subject to heavy financial penalties in the first instance, and 
in the face of persistent refusal upon the part of the employer, the Gov- 
ernment ie hereby empowered lo seize and operate, ony plant, factory, 
company or firm, to ensure that the law of Parliament is not circum^ 
vented. 

Amend Sec. Ic. to read, "Every collective bargaining agreement en 
tercd into by an employer and a trade union' representing the majority of 
employees in any appropriate bargaining unit after this Act comes into 
force, shall contain and. If entered into before this Act comes into force, 
shall be deemed to contain, at the request of such trade union, a provision 
that during the term of such agreement the members of such trade union 
shall maintain their membership In such trade unions as a condition of cm 
ployment and that all new employees employed during the term of such 
agreement shall as a condition of employment, apply for membership and 
maintain membership in such trade union during the term of^hc said 
agreement "and failure to enter into a written agreement'ineluding such 
provisions, If so requested by a trade union representing the majority ot 
employees of any such unit, or to carry out the tctms of such agreement, 
subject to any- law or regulation applicable thereto passed by the auth- 
ority of the ParHament of Canada, shall be an unfair labour practice.

"There is hope for' the future re- 
latlons of England and Russia, but 
only If both countries stop think- 
ing along the old selfish lines, and 
realize that we are all in the same 
boat, destined to sink or remain 
alive "together," stated Professor 
KaTpoviclt. ojf .^the -ilistory depart- 
ment atrHarvard, University, in a 
lecture ' on "Th""e"'Hlstory of Anglo- 
Russian Relations" given ypsterday 
noon at Moyse Hall under the joint 
sponsorship of the Economics and 
Sociology departments here. 

Professor Karpoyich pointed out 
that Anglo-Russian relations start- 
ed very late in the iilstory of both 
countries: around the middle of 
the sixteenth century. Until then 
both countries had led largely iso- 
lated existences; but by the six- 
teenth century, England slartcd 
upon the road of maritime and 
commercial expansion, and Russia 
became more Interested in western 
countries for her program of mod- 
ornizallon. 

This firil period of Anglo-Russian 
relations, until the middle of the 
eighteenth century. Professor Kar- 
povich called "a period of friendly 
relations"; for at this time England's 
interest, in Russia was limited to 
commerce and . transit trade, 
while Russia's Interests were 
broader, involving culture as well

The January entrance students of 
Dawson. College met last night to 
discuss the forthcoming elections ot 
a complete new executive. Approxl-. 
mately two hundred and flft'y vct-^'v . 
erans attended the meeting. Peter. 
Hadrill, Dawson College president, 
conducted the discussion period. 

On the platform as well were Joe 
Cadloff, of the canteen committee. 
Bob Dunton, chairman ot the house 
committee, and Jim Spencer, the 
social convener. The January class 
was Impressed by these executive 
members with the necessity of hav- 
ing an executive body. Several 
aspects of the situation were pre- 
sented. 

It was reminded that every stu- 
dent at Dawson' paid four dollars 
at tho beginning of the present ses- 
sion for the 'Undergraduate Soci- 
eties.

'J'his condition Icaii.- to the tendency for 
students to loose sight of the csislence of the 
«maller groups because only a small number of 
tlicni intcrmincic with the larger groups. It is 
because of this that we have tried to show the 
importance of these groups to a well-built and 
projicrly functinninc canipu-. 

Thai the impurlaucc of the nursing profes- 
»i(m is increasefl during wartime there can be 
no doubt. During liii^ past year the enrollment 
in the Graduate Nurses Suliool has increased 
greatly to allow for the influx of veterans. The 
greater the need for hard work the greater be- 
comes .the realization of the value of education. 
This, many of the nurses who served in the 
armed forces have realized and hence are com- 
ing back to complete their training with some 
further advanced studies antl administrative 
work. A.S it happens, among the nurses enrolled 
tlii.< year are the two who headed the nursing 
divisions of the medical coips of both the 
G.W.A.C. and the R.C.A.F. (W.D.). 

The training of a nur.'tc i; not an easy course. 
It lakes three years of very hard and rigourous 
training to build up the speed and accuracy so 
nrcc^=ary lo the prnfr.-=inn. "\'rt tlie.-.c nur.ses 
musi still take two year.' of university if they 
wish to olitain their B..Sc. degree. There are not 
a feu- «lui Mif doinc il. Tlicy are -éludent.- who 
nuisl work hard, and who are to be respected 
for the part they play in society.

new humanism which considers human life vulgar 
but sacred, and the happiness even of other people, 
as our supreme aim. 

And to uphold the belief that Art is an end in 
itself, with a life of its own and rewards of its own 
which, without knowing why, some people; do bet- 
ter than others, which, any more than life, can't be 
broken down in oi-der lo be mechanically created, 
and which is able to transcend time, as the enjoy- 
ment ot it transcends time." 

There is one new idea in these precepts. "A new 
humanism . . . human life vulgar but sacred." It 
combines the intellectual revolt against standardiza- 
lion and socialization of art, and the true democra- 
tic attitude to tlic dignity of man. 

The other iinportani idea is not new, and wc are 
glad t ) sec it ir-affirnicd. Art must be, above all; 
for tlic sake nf Art. with no ulterior motive. 

If they keep to these rcsoltuions, "Horizon" should 
be, in 1946. an even better magazine than it has 
been up to now. _L.

as commerce. Thus, their Interests 
differed and flid:not clash. Instead,, 
the two countries complemented 
each other; and, as Professor Kar- 
poyich remarked, "tRussIa supplied 
England with many naval and other 
raw materials, while England was 
almost the sole source of manu- 
factured goods to Russia." 

But with the eighteenth century 
^earne what Professor Karpovich 
referred to as "a period of rivalry 
and enmity" during which Russia 
expanded to the Balkans and cent- 
ral Europe, and began an advance 
against Turkey. These facU, Pro- 
fessor Karpovich noted, were ex- 
tremely perturbing to the' English. 
But , before' anything explosive 
could occur, the Russians and Eng- 
lish were forcibly thrown together 
by a common enemy— Napoleon. ' 

The speaker then siihtmed up.the 
views ' of both countries towards 
each other: England fearing Rus- 
sia's intentions of expanding even 
to India, despite Russia's protesta- 
tions to the contrary; and Russia's 
Indignation at meeting British op- 
position everywhere she turned. 
This period was Indeed, as Profes- 
sor Karpovich declared, "a mutual 
exchange of name calling, 

The rise of the German Empire 
towards the end of the nineteenth 
century threatened, both England 
and Russia, and thé Anglo-Russian 
Entente was formed in 1907 which 
Pro'fessor Karpovich pointed out 
had a great effect on European re- 
lations, although originally it was 
only intended tp settle near-eastern 
problems. Under this alliance world 
War I was fought., 

In the post-war period, the Rus- 
sian menace' In its old form was 
no longer in existence, but soon 
it arose In a new form through the 
revolution. 

Professor Karpovich traced ,' this 
new menace to tiic Comniuhists' 
suspicion of the EngUsh capitalism, 
and the desire to weaken England 
by striking at her Empire. This 
period lasted until the Second 
World War, and left what the 
speaker referred to as "An inhcri

Karpovich warned that with 
the German menace eliminated, old 
questions may again come to the 
foreground; but he had great hope 
in the new International develop- 
ments, and believed that with co- 
operation and foresight on tho part 
of both England and Russia, peace- 
ful relationship between the two 
will continue.
